dict because of a Saturday Even- 
ing Post article which charged 
him with fixing a football game.

100 feet into one of two tunnels 
extending laterally and downward 
from the main shaft. 


Fate of the 10 remaining miners

and then were shot down in a 
night spot Monday. 


Trantino and his lawyer, Enid 


Gerling, met reporter tony Aibo- 
relli and photographer Ray How- 
ard in a tavern around a corner 
from the police station where he 
was to surrender. Together, they 
went to police. 


The fugitive, paroled two years 


ago from a robbery sentence, told 
Alborelli that he had wanted to 
get it off my chest," but had been 
afraid while Falco was alive. 


Miss Gerling said Trantino ad- 


mitted being in the Lodi club, the 
Angel Lounge, but denied' shooting 
Sgt. Peter Voto, 40, and proba- 
tionary Patrolman Gary Tedesco 
22, 


Falco,, unarmed an d cursing, 


died in a furious struggle with 
eight detectives who charged into 
his room at the Hotel Manhat- 
tan, a block off Times Square, 
about 4 a.m, Wednesday.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—An oil slick 


and debris that looks like pieces 
of an airplane" were found today 
in the Atlantic 560 miles east of 
Daytona Beach, Fla.. by aircraft 
Seeking two strato-tanker jet air- 
planes missing since Wednesday 
with 11 men aboard. 


The discovery, made by a four- 


engine rescue craft from Bermu- 
da, was the first positive lead as 
to the possible fate of the two 
KCl35s that were on the same re- 
fueling mission from Homestead 
Air Force Base, Fla.. said the Air 
Rescue Service at Orlando, Fla,, 
AFB. An oil slick also was re- 
ported southwest of Bermuda late 
Wednesday. Its source was not 
known. 


The HC54 master aircraft that 


made the find today circled the 
area while additional air and sea 
serchers rushed 
to the area. 


Paramedics were being sent to 
the scene. 


Radio contact was lost about 


noon Wednesday as the hugte tank 
ers returned toward Homestead. 
At that time, they were 800 miles 
northeast of Miami, or about 300 
miles west of Bermuda. 


A spokesman of the Air Rescue

like pieces of ah airplane but that 
is all we know at this time."

Hints Future 
May Bring 
Violence 
AtvMiatetf Press News Anetyftt 
WASHINGTON (AP)-The disci- 


pline and tranquility of Wednes- 
day's civil rights demonstration 
Witt not be the permanent condi- 
tion of the American Negro if he 
continues to be frustrated. 


As they marched and stood in 


the sun for hours the massive 
quietude of perhaps 180,000 Ne- 
groes was amazing, when it is 
remembered how much in Amer- 
ican life has been denied them. 


But this performance was for 


one day only*. 


The warning of brief quietude, 


if white Americans continue to 
deprive Negroes of equal treat- 
ment,, came from the one Negro 
who above all has preached non- 
violent resistance, Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. 


He said: 
It would be fatal for the nation 


to overlook the urgency of the 
moment and to underestimate the 
determination of the Negro." 


All but one of the speakers to 


this gigantic petition for redress 
of grievances" talked with re- 
straint about the desire for equal 
justice and the Negroes' hope that 
Congress will help them get it. 


The exception wlas Jobn Lewis 


the militant head of the Student 
Non-violent Coordinating Commit- 
tee. 


He revealed 
the bitter 
im- 


patience just below the1 surface in 
himself and others with these 
words: 


This nation is still a place of 


cheap political leaders who build 
their careers on immoral compro- 
mise and ally themselves with 
open forms of political, economic 
and social exploitation. 


What political leader can stand 


up and. say my party is the party 
of principle'? The party of Ken- 
nedy is also the party of East- 
land. The party of Javits is also 
the party of Goldwater. Where is 
our partyl?" 


It is now 95 years and one 


month since adoption of the 14th 
Amendment made th e Negroes 
citizens beyond question and guar- 
anteed them protection from any 
violation of their rights as citi- 
zens. 


Their rights have been violated 


ever since. 


King, lest white people assume 


that because the Negro has en- 
dured this until now he is a per- 
manent patsy and Wednesday's 
peaceful demonstration proved it, 
told both the crowd and 
the 


nation: 


Those who hope the Negro 


needed! to blow off steam and will 
now .be content will have a rude 
awakening if the nation returns 
to business as usual. 


There will be neither rest nor 


tranquility in America until the 
Negro is granted his citizenship 
rights. The whirlwinds of revolt 
will continue to shake the founda- 
tions of our nation until the bright 
day of justice emerges." 


He could not have given a clear- 


er warning of turmoil unless the 
wrongs are righted. Not all Ne- 
groes have accepted King's philos- 
ophy of nonviolent resistance to 
injustice or evil. 


They have shown they don't by 


some of their violent outbursts 
since he first began to use non- 
violent resistance, and success- 
fully ,, with his peaceful boycott of 
the Montgomery, Ala., buses in 
1955-56. 


Only a comparative few at any 


time have accepted! this philoso- 
phy from a leader. To believe it 
requires complete conviction it is 
the only right means to seek 
justice. 


Millions of Indians practiced 


nonviolent resistance 
under the 


guidance of Mohandas Gandhi 
without believing it. as their later 
violence showed. But even Gandhi 
himself hadn't always practiced

Mercury Hits 
107 in Ports 
of Arkansas 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A blazing sun and clear skies 


sent temperatures rocketing to 
107 degrees at Little R«ck. Gil- 
bert and Ozark Wednesday, but a 
cold front edged into northwest 
Arkansas this morning, touching 
off showers and cooler weather. 


Heavy clouds were 
shielding 


northern and central Arkansas to- 


well below the rccoi-d 108 report- 
ed in 1930. 


The Little Rock high, always 


the official state reaeding, was 
the highest for an Aug. 28 since 
1954 when it was 103. 


Other highs Wednesday included 


106 at Fort Smith; 105 at Brink- 
ley and Clarksville; 104 at Bates- 
villc, Dardanelle, Newport, War- 
ren and Mountain Home, and 103 
at Morrilton, Walnut Ridge and 
Jonesboro. 


Heavy showers developed in 


northeast and western Arkansas 
iate Wednesday dumping 2.85 
inches of rain on Black Rock. 2.38 
inches on Batkinburg, 2 inches on 
Hattiesville and 
1 more than an 


inch and a half on several other 
points. 


The rain was accompanied by 


high winds in some areas, includ- 
ing Osceola where several hun- 
dred acres of cotton and soybeans 
were flattened. 


No injuries were reported at 


Osceola, but the. wind blew down 
a drive-in movie screen and a 
concrete-block wall under con- 
struction. 


Walnut Ridge had some hail 


and high winds, but property 
damage was slight and no inju- 
ries were reported. 


More than half an inch of rain 


had been reported at some north- 
ern points by mid-morning today1, 
but the showers were expected to

March Like 
Ghandis Walk 
to the Sea

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 


crowd is bigger, the walk shorter, 
but Wednesday's massive civil 
rights march in Washington has 
the same symbolic purpose as 
Mohandas Gandhi's unforgettable 
salt march to the sea in 1930. 


Gandhi was 61 then. With a loin- 


cl'oth and a cane and 78 followers 
he marched 241 miles to the sea 
in 21 clays to inspire his people 
to protest British rule and more 
immediately to a British 
law 


which made it a crime for any 
Indian to have salt ho hadn't paid 
tax on. By the time he reached 
the sea thousands of Indians had 
joined him. 


Then on the beach he picked 


up some salt left by the waves. 
That was all. After that he with- 
drew. It was enough. Along In- 
dia's long seacoast thousands of 
Indians waded info the wafer with 
pans and helped themselves to 
salt illegally^. 


It was their way of showing 


they were fed' up. They got their 
freedom but not for another 17 
years. 


The march here will cover no 


more than a mile between the 
Washington Monument and the 
Lincoln Memorial but perhaps 
100.000 people, white and Negro, 
will take part. 


It will be notice in a gigantic 


way that Negroes are fed up with 
the injustice of discrimination and 
segregation 
itiflicted 
on 
them 


through 
all American history. 


More immediately it is notice 
they want Congress to pass a civ- 
il rights bill. 


Only a few Indians shared 


Gandhi's dedication to the belief 
that justice could be obtained by 
non-violent means. But millions 
listened when he preached it and 


tried to practice it, not always 
successfully. There were blood 
baths. 


In this country1, the Rev. Mar- 


tin Luther King Jr., a disciple of 
Gandhi and probably the most 
widely known Negro leader,, has 
preached non-violence, too. Ne- 
groes have not always listened 
and sometimes responded to vio- 
lence with violence. 


No doubt there w/11 be more of 


it before discrimination is ended. 
Because Indians loved Gandhi so 
widely and because he was the 
symbol of their hopes, he could 
persuade them to end violence by 
threatening to fast unto death. 


American Negroes have no such 


single leader or rally point. In 
fact, the Negro leadership is split 
although the various groups are 
joining forces for the march here. 
They will no doubt be divided 
again when the march is over. 


The Washington march cannot 


be credited to the inspiration of 
a single individual. It has deep 
roots, watered for centuries by 
while 
Americans who 
hugged 


(heir racial prejudice and 
for 


much of American history ex- 
ploited Negroes. 


It has been only in the last 


nine years that Negroes have 
learned they could hasten equal 
treatment and! the rights guaran- 
teed them only through direct ancT 
collective action. 


The Supreme Court set equal 


treatment back by more than half 
a century when, in 1896, it ruled 
it was constitutional to segregate 
Negroes so long as they got equal 
treatment. This was a contradic- 
tion in itself. Segregation by its 
very nature meant inequality. 


Yet, as early as'J917 the court 


began undoing what it had done 
in 1896. It outlawed a Louisville 
ordinance which established white 
and Negro residential districts. 


Bit by bit over the following 


years the court banned other 
forms 
of segregation 
in suits 


brought by the National Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. 


But it wasn't until May 17, 1954,

Food Sense a Not Nonsense 


An Ace in the Hole Helps 
— 


In a tug of war, the fellow with an ace in the hole is apt to win. 
Dieters may have another kind of reserve ace in their tug of 
war against hunger. The ace? Eating foods with a generous 
starch-carbohydrate content—such as, bread, cereal and pota- 
toes—rather than sugar. Research in progress at the State Uni- 
versity of Iowa has cast starch-carbohydrate foods in the envied 
role of appeUte appeasers. 


This role was indicated, Dr. Margaret Ohlson told a recent 
nutrition conference, m a series of experiments designed to learn 
the relation of nutrition to heart disease. Bread, cereal, and 
potatoes, she and her fellow researchers found satisfied hunger 
almost too well. Subjects on a test diet—in which the form of 
carbohydrate was switched from sugar to starch on a calorie 
lor calorie basis—complained bitterly of feeling "stuffed " even 
after four weeks. All subjects would have lost weight Dr. Oblson 
said, if they were allowed to stop eating when their hunger was 
appeased. Sugar had no such satisfying effect. 


This ae* in the hole for dieters is assuming added meaning in 
light of other heart disease research. Of all the food group* 
Dr. Ohlson pointed out, only these with a generous store ol 
starch-carbohydrates apparently can be eaten freely without 
increasing the troublesome fatty substances in the blood which 
«•« implicated in coronary heart disease. 


Make use of this reserve ace. advise many nutrition scientist* 
to dieter and non-dieter alike. In daily eating, emphasize foods 
with 9 generous starch-carbohydrate content to help make you 
a winner.

Congress

WASHINGTON (AP _ Today's 


giant civil rights march—provided 
there is no violence to change the 
picture—doesn't figure to impress 
Congress much although it wilt 
leave imprints on whites and 
Mcgroes. 


One of the purposes of the dem- 


onstration, besides protesting ra- 
cial injustices, was to try to pres- 
sure Congress into passing Presi- 
dent Kennedy's civil rights bill. 


But. 
orderly or not, it will not 


change Southern Democrats' oppo- 
sition. Others in Mouse and Senate 
have already made up their minds 
on how they will vote, either out 
of conviction or what they think 
is politically shrewd. 


That leaves' the fence-sitters to 


impress. They, too, wil. do what 
they think is right or expedient. 
A completely orderly march might 
affect some of them favorably. 
That could make a difference in 
a tight vote in Congress. 


If white prejudice with all its 


discrimination didn't exist, North 
and South, there would be no need 
at all for this march of Negroes 
demanding equal treatment al- 
most 100 years after the Civil 
War. 


But the march itself,, and1 the 


demands of the speakers, won't 
dent the prejudices built up over 
lifetimes and generations. Some of 
the prejudiced

himself.

fuse the problem, is demonstrate
